On motion ot J. T. Ball, Esq., a Com- 
mittee was appointed on permanent 
organization. 

During the absence of the Committee 
Judge Samucl Watts, who happened to 
be in the Hall, through curiosity, was 
called upon and responded in a short 
and appropriate address. The Com- 
mittee on permanent organization 
reported the following officers:

J. T. Ball moved that the order of the 
Sons of Temperance be resuseitated. 

W. J. Edwards moved the adoption 
of the order of the Templars of Honor 
and Temperance. 

Mr. Hudson moved the adoption of 
the N. C. State Temperance Society. 

Pending the discussion, in which a 
history of each of the arders were 
briefly given, the Convention adjourned 
till 4 o’clock. 

In the evening session, the discussion 
was resumed, and after the offering of 
several resolutions, the following, offered 
by Rev. H. T. Hudson, was adopted:

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The Lesson of the North Carolina 


Election—The Peril of the Admine 
istration.°? 


The following able article under the 
above heading from the New York 
Herald ot Tuesday, reviewing the result 
of the North Caroljna election, will be 
read with pleasure by those who have 
been recently engaged in one of the 
most earnest contests for right that a 
nation has ever witnessed, and while we 
sorely regret the result, yet it is gratify- 
ing to know that the national effect 
upon the Grant administration has been 
attained : 


The result ofthe North Carolina elec- 
tion is still in doubt so far as the actual 
figures are conserned, and it is not yet 
known whether the State government 
is to be continued in the hands of the 
Republicans, where it has remained ever 
since the rehabilitation of the State after 
the war, or is to be transferred to the 
Democracy. It is conceded that the 
Democrats have elected a majority of 
the Congressmen and have carried the 
Legislature, thus securing a United 
Siates Senator in place of the Repubii- 
can incumbent, John Pool; but on the 
State ticket, each side claims to be 
ahead, the Democrats being less hope- 
ful at last accounts than they have 
heretofore been since the close of the 
polls. However this may be, it is cer- 
tain that the Republicans have actually 
suffered a severe reverse in this first bat 
tle of the campaign, and even if they 
should succeed in saving their Gover- 
nor the effect will be none the less dam- 
aging to their future prospects. The 
State belongs legitimately to the Re- 


publican _ side. The Democratic 
Attorney General was elected in 
1870 by a majority of nearly 


five thousand through a division in the 
Republican ranks, but every other year 
since the cessation of the war the Re- 
publicans have been successful by ma- 
jorities ranging from nine to twenty- 
three thousand. This year it wes 
confidently anticipated that the Repub- 
lican triumph would be more signal 
than at the last election for Governor 
in 1868, when the Republican candidate 
received over eighteen thousand ma- 
jority, and everything appeared to 
justify this belicf. The State nomina- 
tions had been made by beth parties 
rior to the union of the Liberal 

epublicans and Democrats upon a 
Presidential ticket, and hence, did not 
fairly represent that combination. The 
whole Federal and State patronage and 
the machinery of election were 
in the hands of the Administra- 
tion party. The negro vote was 
united in support of the Republican 
ticket, and many white citizens were 
known to be practically disfranchised 
through threats of prosecution on old 
indictments that were held hanging 
over their heads. It seemed to be as 
impossible to wrest North Carolina from 
the hand of the administration, as it 
would have been to snatch this city 
government from the grasp of Tammany 
three years age. No apprebension of a 
reverse was felt in the Republican camp, 
and if gigantic efforts were put forth by 
that party in the canvass, it was rather 
with the object of making their victory 
so overwhelming asto dismay the fol- 
lowers of Greeley, than with any idea 
that they were needed to a the 
State in the Republican line. Under 
these circumstances the very closeness 
of the contest, and the uncertainty of 
the result is, in effect, a Republican 
disaster, and will be so arded all 
over the United States, North and 
South. 


The lesson of the reverse is easily read. 
It is the natural fruit of the seed cast 
broadcast over the State by Secretary 
Boutwell and others of the Administra- 
tion, canvassers and orators. There is 
no doubt that when the campaign first 
commenced, a large proportion of the 
white vote was prepared honestly to 
support the Republican State ticket. 
The hope of the Democracy was based 
upon tlfe expectation that they would 
be able to divide the negroes and take 
a good share of them over to the Con. 
servative side, through the weight and 
influence of Horace Greeley's name. 
But when the Republicans announced 
their policy of continued agitation and 
hostility between the races ; when Bout- 
well cautioned the negroes that the 
accession of the Conservatives to power 
would be the signal for their own 
re-enslavement or disfranchisement ; 
when he denounced the proposition to 
close up the wounds of the war and 
restore peace between the sections 
and ali over the Union, the intelligent 
white citizens repudiated such doctrines 
and gave their to the Conserva 
tive candidates. The extent of the evil 
of the teachings of these Republican 
agitators may be gathered from the 
action of the negroes after the election, 
when it was supposed that the State 
had gone largely Democratic. They 
gathered around the county court house 
at Raleigh in blank dismay and iudulg- 
ed in the wildest speculatiens as to the 
fate that awaited them. Mapy of them 
supposed that they would at once be 
remanded back to slavery and compelled 
to work for their old masters; others 
thought that if they escaped with their 
freedom they would at least be stripped 
of all their civil rights and lose their 
votes in the future, and others inno- 
cently inquired whether there would 
be any more law in the State. One 
account represents a number ol 
men and women in a panic prepared to 
escape from the State, in the 
expectation that every negro would be 
arrested and killed or flogged for voting 
for the Republicans, and that the tam- 
ilics of the offenders would share in the 
punishment. No honest and intelligent 
white citizen could support a party that 
would impose upon the credulity of the 
ignorant negroes to such an extent as to 
impress these ideas upon their minds, 
and thus we fiod that io all counties 
free from coercion and corruption the 
large majority of the whites voted 
against the Republicans. Only in coun- 
ties where threats of ution were 
used, where military rule was enforced 
and where money was freely employed, 
did the Republicans secure any large 
percentage of the white vote. 
| The practical effect of this attempt to 
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pen the wounds of the war, to 
revive the hatreds of slavery and to 
raise a dangerous issue between 
the negroes and the whites has 
been to bring disaster upon the Repub- 
licans in a State where two fifths of the 
voters are colored inen. It will be still 
more fatal elsewhere if persevercd in by 
the friends of the adininistraticn. The 
whole country outside the political sup- 
porters of the administration “right or 
wrong” is opposed to the harsh and 
extraordinary measures that have been 
imposed by Congress on the Southern 
States and put in operation by the Pre- 
sident. This opposition will be 
increaed by the efforts of the Republi- 
cans to force the rule of negroes and 
carpet-baggers upon that section of the 
country and by the practical evidence 
of its evil effvc: upon the negro mind. 
It is recognized cverywhere as a wicked 
and dangerous experiment; as a reck- 
less act that is likely to bring disorder 
and bloodshed on the Southern States. 
The Republican politicians who are 


surroun ing the administration and 
leading it into all manners 
of peril must be able to see 


that the policy pursued in North Caro- 
lina last week cannot be again success- 
fully practised, and that if attempted it 
will sound the death knell of the party. 
The reverse they have now met with, 
should teach them prudence, unless they 
are wilfully blind o the warning it 
conveys. Their present check, we are 
told by their organs, will only serve to 
spur them on to greater exertions; but 
their work will be profitless until their 
tactics and policy are radically changed. 
President Grant must surely see the 
dangerous position into which these 
unwise advisers are leading him. 
Four years ago, on his own merit as 
a General and a man, he carried North 
Carolina almost without an effort 
by over twelve thousand majority. This 
year, with the aid of all the patronage, 
with an army aronnd the ballot boxes 
and with unlimited means in the hands 
of his party, he either loses it altogeth- 
er, or saves the State ticket by a few 
hundred votes after a suspiciously de- 
layed canvass, the honesty of which will 
be seriously questioned. He ouglit to- 
day to have doubled his majority of 
1868 in the State. He would have done 
so had he adhered to the generous sen- 
timents he avowed towards the South 
when the soldiers of the Confederacy 
laid down theirarms and acknowledged 
him their conqueror. As it is he loses 
a United States Senator, a majority 
of the Congressmen and probably 
the State ticket. Need he be told again 
how this disaster has been brought 
about? He can find its cause in the 
policy of Congress, to which he has lent 

imself through the political, enforce- 
ment of the Ku Klux law, and in the 
doctrines avowed on the stump by his 
Secretary of the Treasury. The lesson 
and its moral are before him. If he 
would save himself from the same 
reverse in other States he must free him- 
selt from his present advisers and strike 
out a course for himself Unless he 
does this, and does it quickly, he will 
find that a majority of the white voters 
of the United States, North and South 
will array themselves on the side of the 
majority of white voters in North 
Carolina and pronounce against his re- 
election.
